deposit processing means for processing a deposit to the spending accoimt 
for each of the plurality of eicpenses; 

paym^t processing means for processing a payment from the spending 
account fo r each of the plurality of expenses; 

storage means for storing payment m^od, payment period^ scheduled 
payment amount, and credit limit for each ofUho plurality of expenses; and 

management means for totalizing deposits and payooients fiom a user 
tfarougji the electronic settlonent system and informing ihe user of the totalized 
amount thereof for each of the pluiality of expenses^ 

wherein the spending account is electronically unassociated with an 
investment account , 

2. (Original) The electronic settlement system according to claim 1, fiirti:ier 
comprising a credit limit alteration means for altering credit limit stored by tlie 
storage means in accordance with the difTerence between tixe total deposit amoint 
and total payment amount that is calculated at a time when request of payment '>y 
tiie electronic payment system is received, 
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3. (Original) The electronic settlement system according to claim 1, wherein if <he 
expose requested to be paid by the electronic settlement system is subject to lax 
deduction, the management means prints out deposits and payments of tliat 
expense within a tax fiscal year at an end of that year on an accounting sheet m a 
maimer that fhe accounting sheet can be used to submit to tax o£Bce. 

4. (Currently Amended) An electronic settlement method for electronically payi ig 
from a spending account a plurality of expenses requested by a user witiiin a 
predetermined period, comprising: 

storing payment method^ payment period, scheduled payment amount, arid 
credit limit of the expense that is requested to pay by the electronic settlement 
method for eadi of the plurality of expenses; 

storing a deposit data fiom a user fi>r each of the plurality of expeascs; 

upon receiving a request to pay by the electronic settlement system, 
detenmning whether payment is allowed based on the stored data of deposit ajid 
credit limit for the expense; and 

paying the requested expense if payment to that request is detemiined to 
be allowably and rejecting the payment if psryment to that request is not 
allowable* 

wherein the spending account is electronically unassociated with ;m 

investment account 
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(Origma]) The dcctroiuc settlement method according to claim 4, furtiier 
comprising calculating difference between total d^osit amount and total payment 
amount at a time payment is requested to the electronic setdement sysUm, 
altering credit limit stored in the system based on the difference, aud determinjug 
wh^er paymCTt is allowable to that request of payment to the electrojiic 
settlement system. 



6. (Original) The electronic setdement method according to claim 4, wherein if Hhe 
expense requested to be paid by the electronic settlement system is subject to tax 
deduction, printing out d^osits and payments of that expense within a tax fiscal 
year at an end of that year on an accounting sheet in a manner that the accounttig 
sheet can be used to submit to tax ofGce. 
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
